CHICAGO, Slarch 8.—Joe Kane, alias Pat 


Crowe, a muruerous young bneau thief, bad 
t narrow ess-ape from mob violence Friday 
•vening for shooting two police officers and 
a printer named Charles E. Cole, who tried 
to capture him for_ stealing a lot of diamonds 
worth $1,300. The diamond! were taken at 
the point 01 a revolver from « prostitute. 
Shenot.fljd tiie police and they cams up 
with him nt a pawnshop where he had left 
the gemt. OIBrer Linville was the first to 
meet Kano and taking him by the arm told 
him ho WES under arrest As he spoke Kane 
threw bis right hand behind him, and, draw- 
ing a revolver from his pocket, turned it 
agai. t <!•» uffiV-r. 
The gun exploded and 


Linvill", with hloo-1 flowitig from a wound 
in his jaw, reeled through the door to tha 
sidewalk. Kane followed, the gun flashed 
again and tiie bullet tore a ragged hole 
through the. officer's cheek, passing between 
his teeth. Linville Bank to the tidewalk and 
Kane started ou a swift run toward Adams 
street. 


Ran Amuck TbronEli the Streets. 


A do7.cn men tried to stop the scoundrel. 


Charles li. Cole, a plucky young printer, 
who saw the cfttcer shot down, sprang at 
the flying thief aud tried to throw him down. 
Ksm.- turned <ui Us pursuer like a ti^er and, 
leveling his revolver, siiot him through the 
muscles of the right aria. "Take that," he 
yelled, and he da»hud ou brandishing the gun 
in the faces of the men and women who had 
rapidly assembled. One man fired point 
blank at Kan •, but mibsed him, and the fel- 
low continued his flight down Adams street, 
followed ty a crowd that increased in size at 
every jump. At Dearborn street another 
man in the pursuing nmb fired at the fugi- 
tive, but only succede 1 in breaking a win- 
dow in the shoe department of the Fair. 


Another Officer Shot Down.

the cries of the crowd, and, seeing Kane on 
a keen ruu, tried to stop him. 


"Halt!" cried the cfficer, raising his club. 
"Get out of my nay," hiwd the flying 


thief, and without another word he raised 
his gun and sent a bullet crashing through 
the policeman's breast. Briicow staggered 
back, reeled toward the cable track and was 
falling when the 
fatal revolver flashed 


again. This tlm* the bullet struck the offl- 
cer just IK^IOW the fifth rib and plowed a 
f right! ul TTule through his abdomen.

coe made a i'e.ble attempt to draw his own 
revolver, but before he could get !t he sank 
down in the mud and s'.u^b. 


Ihe Mend Finally Captured. 


Further down the street Officer Norcher 


started after the man, and finally captured 
him owing to Kane ripping and falling into 
a box of fresh mortar. Kane made a des- 
perate resistance even now, t.ut was finally 
sub iued when he felt the cold muzzle of a 
revolver against his head. It required a 
very determined stand on the part ol the of- 
ficer to prevent tho crowd from lynching 
Kane, but assiste 1 by other policemen, who 
were attracted by the confusion, the desper-

station.

President Dunton is in correspondence with 
the govern or and trustees, and the college is 
in a stata of op'n rebellion. Rev. J. N. Car- 
dtzo, the assaulted chaplain, 
: a leading 


colored preacher, well known in the north. 
He was very severely beaten by Professor 
Detreville. The assault may lead either to 
the breaking up of the institution, or to the 
discharge of all the colored or all the white 
prole^s'.rs.
